A Relic of Olden 
Days. 


Maj. William A. 
Jo ues, United 
States array, in charge o f the upper 
M ississippi reservo irs, hat fo rwarded 
to the Histo rical so ciety an o ld British 
smo o thbo re ho rse pisto l dug up at 
Sandy Lake, Aitkin. 
The histo ry o f 
that lo cality is o f the very o ldest in 
the state, says the Glo be. 
The Mo und 
Builders, acco rding to Bro wer1* re­ 
po rts, o pened and maintained the 
great po rtage leading 
fro m Lake 
Superio r to the Mississippi. 
Co pper 
mines were o pened o n the so uth 
sho re o f Lake Superio r so many 
centuries ago , by tho se peo ple, that 
the truo date is no t ascertainable. 
Ho wever, the co pper implements and 
to o ls made fro m the uative o re and 
used at Sandy Lake have been ex ca­ 
vated and fo und to bo in all stages o f 
co rro sio n and decay; 
so me entirely 
fallen apart by the act o f time, while 
spears, arro w po ints, knives, etc., o f 
po unded co pper, have been fo und iu 
a perfect state o f preservatio n, in­ 
dicating a mo re mo dern, yet suffi­ 
ciently ancient mo lding. 
In 1659, 
wheu 
Gro seilliers 
aud 
Badisso o 
reached and cro ssed the Mississippi, 
west o r so uthwest fro m Mille Lacs, 
the Sio ux Indians in fo rce had suc­ 
ceeded the Mo und Builders. 
After 
the Sio ux had been driven o ut by the 
Ojibways, Lieut Pike in 1864 5 fo und 
the BritisL at Sandy Lake and re­ 
po rted all the circumstances, 
The

a j» o st o n the banks o f the Mississippi 
there, the o ld uueartbed ends o f the 
sto ckade still remaining.

gathering nutil chairs o f every de­ 
scriptio n and co lo r had to be bro ught 
fro m the o ther ro o ms, but tho ugh the 
the chairs were varied, the audieuce 
was evideo tly all o f o ne hearty mind. 
Theo do re Lo uia, who has just re­ 
turned fro m Canada, made mentio n 
o f their pro gressive metho ds there, 
and said, fo r instauce, that he had 
never eateu cheese that » » a* cheese 
till he go t there. 
He wo uld like us 
to make the same impro vement in o ut 
swine raising that they have in their 
dairying. 
He gets all manner o f 
lo iters asking abo ut diseases o fswiue, 
but no bo dy ever tells him a wo rd 
abo ut shelter. 
He said that when he 
is a hundred miles fro m a fence o r a 
lumber pile, he describe* ho g build­ 
ings made o f baled straw; tho ugh 
warm aud co mfo rtable, lum ber is 
mo re available here. 
He described 
ho g ho uses o f varying co sts aud 
pro po rtio ns to suit any o nes purse o r 
herd; aud he sees no reaso n why the 
ho g sho uld no t have co mfo rt, cleanli­ 
ness, warmth aud suo light, as well as 
any o t her creature. 
He can clean ho g 
ho uses because he feels as tho ugh he 
were wo rking in a go ld mine. 
Mrs. Tilso n fo llo wed o n shelter fo r 
fo wls. 
Having o verheard a gentle­ 
man at a previo us institute say that 
he wo uld no t wo rk so hard fo r a do llar 
a year clear o n each fo wl, she pro ­ 
ceeded to state th« advantages o f fifty 
do llars, which fifty go o d hens wo uld 
yield, aud who co uld do this wo rk, 
aud that it is just as easy to do it by 
impro ved metho ds when o ne learns as 
it is fo r anybo dy to read when o ne has 
o nce learned. 
She described ho w she 
had gradually 
impro ved her hen 
ho uses, sharing her pro fits with the 
hens. 
No o ne need be disco uraged 
therefo re, who has the will and mind 
to begin as she did, and do the best 
with what they have, impro ving a* 
fast as they can. 
Mr. Carlyle to o k up the subject o f 
stabliug. 
He tho ught he o ught to 
have beeu put first upo n the pro gram, 
because bis animal is mo st im po rtaat, 
and be did. indeed, make a very go o d 
plea fo r the dairy, because dairy pro ­ 
ducts have kept up their price* so 
weil, ao d human po pulatio n is do ub 
ling faster thaa co w po pulatio n. 
He 
remarked at no o n to so me o f his 
friends that he had the best specimen 
o f cream fo r his public churning that 
he has had this winter. 
It came fro m 
the po o r farm, and sho ws that thai 
farm is run fo r business, and no t fo r 
fun, as so me private farms apparently 
are. 
The superintendent we under 
stand, is a Sco tchman, but Mr. Carlyle 
declares that he is no t prejudiced by 
that in his judgm ent o f the cream. 
As the farms aro und here are very 
small, that is, but a few acres cleared 
o u each, mix ed farmiug is just the 
thing, and o ur ten cent po tato es, o f 
which we raised bo many this year, 
will be go o d feed fo r any o f the kinds 
o f sto ck mentio ned abo ve. 
Iu the co o king scho o l, W ednesday 
afterno o n, Miss M. Tho mso n, who 
has had a go o d deal o f ex perience in 
training nurses, talked upo n prepar­ 
ing fo o d fo r invalids, and sick peo ple, 
because she fo und it a to pic that the 
ladies here were 
particularly 
in­ 
terested in. 
She also prepared and 
served po tato salad, o melet aud co rn 
bread. We o verhead so me interesting 
sto ries abo ut her wo rk, which her 
mo desty preveuts her repeating in 
public. 
One little bo y who attended 
an institute in December, ho ped she 
wo uld Hay till Christmas. 
Occasio n 
ally, as here, so me big bo ys dro p iu 
and give her co mmeudatio n aud taste 
her viands. 
Thursday afterno o n was 
devo ted to bread making. 
In the main ro o m o f the co urt ho use 
Mr. Wedge was the first speaker, who 
talked upo n plums, currants 
and 
go o seberries. 
He related ho w bis 
father had given him a tree wheo he 
was a lad. and made an o rchardist o f 
him. 
Mulching, manuring and trim ­ 
ming were all taken up tho ro ughly. 
He advises western papers and west­ 
ern metho ds. 
While animal hus­ 
bandry is much the same the wo rld 
o ver, we have a peculiarly dry climate 
o f o ur o wn fo r fruit. 
Do no t, there 
fo re, spend so much mo ney, but spend 
a little wisely. 
At half past nine 
o 'clo ck, 
Thursday 
mo rning. 
Mr. 
Wedge, in respo nse to several invita 
tio us, g*ve a grafting le*so u 
Mr. Carlyle talked upo n the co n 
stitueuts o f fo o d aud thelHWso f feed 
ing co ws, very tho ro ughly. 
His effec­ 
tive charts were much co mmended by 
a veterinarian present. 
W bdeco ru is 
the mo st familiar fo o d, and gives mo st 
bulk to the smallest area, his plea was 
fo r variety, and especially mo re o at 
hay. 
We can co ntro l the co st o f pro ­ 
ductio n, if we cauno t co ntro l that o f 
transpo rtatio n. 
As o ur Arlingto n 
Ho tel, fo r instances, uses abo ut five 
hundred po unds o f butter a mo nth, 
all shipped in fro m Lake Park, etc., 
likewise eggs fro m o ther lo calities, 
the man who has no transpo rtatio n to 
pay sho uld be able, 
with 
added 
kno wledge, to successfully co mpete 
So many ro o ts are raised her*, the 
questio ns aud discussio ns were alo ng 
the line o f their feeding values.

A Transfo rmatio n. 
The effect o f Euro pean clo thing upo n

It is a curio us fact that when a 
wo man is dressed in the Japanese co s­ 
tume her husband always precedes her 
when entering a ro o m o r in walking the 
streets and treats her as Japanese hus­ 
bands generally treat their wives—that 
is, like servants.

Ho car­ 
ries o ne po tato until the return o f 
his rheum atic tw inges seem to testi­ 
fy to the decline o f the tuber’s cura­ 
tive pro perties. 
Then he takes a 
new po tato , and lo cks the o ld o no up 
in his cabino t. On the o ther shelves 
o f the cabinet are several shriveled 
ho rse chestnuts, a string o f am ber 
beads, a dried up rabbit's fo o t, the 
rig h t fo o t o f “ an eastern slio ' cro w, ” 
a num ber o f iro n finger rings, a few 
ho rsesho e nails, and several o ther

Sec. I. That any person who shall 
continuously use in aud about Hie 
transaction of bis business any wagon j 
or wagons, the tires ou the wheels of 
which are not less than three inches 
in width, shall Im* entitled to a reduc­ 
tion from his annual road tax ia the 
road distric' in which he resides to 
t he sum of $2 for each aud every such 
wagou used; provided, that said de­ 
duction shall not exceed the amount 
of one-half of his road taxes. 
♦Sec. 2. 
To entitle any person to rn 
reduction of his road tax, as provided 
iii Section I of this act, he shall, on or 
bef ire the first day of April iu each 
year, mike an affidavit tu writing be­

A Relic of Olden Day*. 
Maj. William A Jones, United 
States array, in charge of the upper 
Mississippi reservoirs, has forwarded 
to the Historical society aa old British 
smoothbore horse pistol dug up at 
Sandy Lake, Aitkin. The history of 
that locality is of the very oldest in 
the state, says the Globe. The Mound 
Builders, according to Brower’s ra­ 
tions, opened aud maintained the 
great portage leading from Lake 
Sut>erior to the Mississippi. 
Copper 
mines were opened on the south 
shore of Lake Superior so many 
centuries ago, by those people, that 
the true date is not ascertainable. 
However, the copper implements and 
tools made from the native ore aud 
used at Sandy Lake have been exca­ 
vated aud found to bu in all stages of 
corrosion and decay; some entirely 
fallen apart by the act of time, while 
speara, arrow points, knives, etc., of 
(Hounded copper, have been fouod in 
a perfect state of preservation, in­ 
dicating a more modern, yet suffi­ 
ciently ancient molding. 
In 1659, 
when 
G roseiI liers 
and 
Radisson 
reached and crossed the Mississippi, 
west or southwest from Mille Lace, 
the Sioux Indians in force had suc­ 
ceeded the Mound Builders. After 
the Sioux had been driven out by the 
Ojibways, Lieut Bike in 1804 5 fouod 
the British at Saudy Lake aud re­ 
ported ail the circumstances, The 
Northwestern Fur company also had 
a post on the banks of the Mississippi 
there, the old unearthed ends of the 
stockade still remaining.

This ia the fourth institute hold at 
Brainerd, aud Tbeo. Loom who bas 
attended them all, soy* that this was 
the largest audience yet. Supt. Gragg 
opeoed the institute in person, aud 
recalled other stormy day* when 
oi her persistent, earnest audiences 
had filled other rooms, and to soch be 
speaks wilbesiMcihl pleasure, because 
they were bent on program-. He gave 
a vivid description of ti 
ihiwiiiu 
peasant, who can endure bardship, 
but cannot think, and begged the 
audience to think aud not compete 
with aitch men in unskilled labor and 
raw product. 
The audience kept 
gathering uutil chairs of every de­ 
scription aud color had to ba brought 
from the other rooms, but though tbs 
the chairs were varied, the audience 
was evidently all'of one hearty mind. 
Theodore Louie, who bas just re­ 
turned from Canada, made moot ion 
of their progressive methods there, 
and said, for instance, that be had 
never eaten cheese that **ae ch 
till he got there. He would like us 
to make the same improvement in oui 
swine raising that they have in their 
dairying. 
He gets all manner of 
letters asking about diseases of swine, 
but nobody ever tells him a word 
about shelter. He said that when be 
is a hundred miles from a fence or a 
lumber pile, be describes hog build­ 
ings made of baled straw; though 
warm and comfortable, lumber ie 
more available here. 
He described 
hog houses of varying eosts aud 
proportions to suit any ones purse or 
herd; and he sees d o reaeon why the 
hog should not have comfort, cleanli­ 
ness, warmth and sunlight, as well as 
any other creature. He can clean hog 
houses because he feels as though he 
were working in a gold mine. 
Mrs. Tilson followed on shelter for 
fowls. Having overheard a gentle­ 
man at a previous institute say that 
he would not work so hard for a dollar 
a year clear od each fowl, she pro­ 
ceeded to state the ad vantages of fifty 
dollars, which fifty good hens would 
yield, and .who could do this work, 
sod that it is just as easy to do it by 
improved methods when one learns as 
it is for anybody to read when one has 
once learned. She described bow she 
had gradually improved her hen 
houses, sharing her profits with the 
hens. No one need be discouraged 
therefore, who has tbs will and mind 
to begin as she did, and do tbs best 
with what they have, improving as 
fast as they can. 
Mr. Carlyle took np the subject of 
stabling. He thought he ought to 
have been pat first upon tbs program, 
because his animal is most important, 
and he did. indeed, make a very good 
plea for the dairy, because dairy pro­ 
ducts have kept op their prices so 
well, and human population is donb 
ling faster than cow population. He 
remarked at noon to some of his 
friends that he had the beet specimen 
of cream for his public churning that 
he has had this winter. It came from 
the poor farm, and shows that thai 
farm is ran for business, and not for 
fun, as some private farms apparently 
are. 
The superintendent, we under j 
stand, is a Scotchman, bat Mr. Carlyle 
declares that he is not prejudiced bf 
that in his judgment of the cream. 
As the farms around here are very 
small, that is, but a few acres cleared 


od each, mixed farming is just tile 
thing, and our ten cent potatoes, of 
which we raised so many this year, 
will be good feed for any of the kinds 
of stock mentioned above. 
lo the cooking school, Wednesday 
afternoon, Miso M. Thomson, who 
has had a good deal of experience in 
training nurses, talked upon prepar­ 
ing food for invalids, and sick people, 
because she fouod it a topic that the 
ladies here were particularly in­ 
terested in. She also prepared and 
Nerved potato salad, omelet and oom 
bread. We overhead some interesting 
stories about her work. which her 
modesty prevents her repeating in 
public. 
One little boy who attended 
an institute in December, hoped she 
woald stay till Christ mss. Occasion 
ally, as here, some big boys drop in 
and give her commendation and taste 
her viands. Thursday afternoon ws»* 
devoted to bread making. 
In the main room of theeonrt house 
Mr. Wedge was the first speaker, who 
talked upon (Jams, currants and 
gooseberries. 
Ha related how bis 
father had given bima tree when he 
was a lad. and made an orchardist of 
him. Mulching, manuring and trim­ 
ming were all taken ap thoroughly. 
He advises western papers and west­ 
ern methods. 
While animal hus­ 
bandry is much the sam# the world 
over, we have a peculiarly dry climate 
of oar own for fruit. 
Do not, there 
fore. spend so mach money, bat spend 
a little wisely. At half past nioe 
o’clock, 
Thursday morning. 
Mr. 
Wedge, in response to several invite 
tious, gave a grafting lesson 
Mr. Carlyle talked a poo the con­ 
stituents of food sod the lnWHof feed 
iug cows, very thoroughly. Hts effec­ 
tive charts were much commended by 
a veterinarian present.

Therefore dress reform has had a power­ 
ful influence in the advancement of 
Japanese women, and those who have 
embraced Christianity and are laboring 
for the emancipation af their sex are all 
working quietly, zealously and effective­ 
ly to promote the reform that is going 
on in the home and the wardrobe.—Chi­ 
cago Record.

Havana, Jan. IR—This afternoon 
clouds of amoke were seen arising In 
Gw direction of the village of Vegas, 
near flan Francisco de Paula, a email 
town only about five miles distant, 
nils was followed by a rad glare show­ 
ing that a great fire was In progress In 
that direction. The alarm spread at 
once throughout the city and the re­ 
port was again circulated that the In­ 
surgents were approaching. Bat this 
was as nothing to the feeling of terror 
which came over the more timid por­ 
tion of the population when a still 
larger lire. was seen to have broken 
oat. This time It was made out that 
the town of San Francisco de Paula 
had been aet fire to by the insurgents 
aud the alarm Increased, although the 
authorities professed to sneer at the 
matter, claiming that the fires were 
only the work of a few beaten and re­ 
treating Insurgents who had been 
driven to desperation. 
In spite of these assurances and the 
statement that the Spanish generals 
have for three days past been aware 
of the whereabouts of Gen. Maximo 
Go in ex and completely Ignore his pre­ 
sence near Havana, It la claimed that 
the troops must be very busily en­ 
gaged elsewhere for tbs Insurgents to 
be able to burn a town and a village 
within sight of Havana and yet re­ 
main onat tacked by the government 
forces 
The greatest apprehension here to 
for the safety of the water works 
which 
supply 
Havana. They 
are 
situated at Yento, about five miles 
from this city and less than that dis­ 
tance from Ran Francisco de Paula. 
The friends of the insurgents have 
repeatedly asserted that they expect a 
popular demonstration In their favor to 
be made In this city so soon aa they 
arrived in sight of Havana. But they 
are now practically in sight of this 
city and yet there la absolutely no 
danger of such an outbreak. Every 
measure which It Is possible to take 
for the defense of the city and in order 
to protect i»rojK»rty has been taken. 
In addition to the military, volunteers 
and civil guards, all the different 
branches of business have organized 
special corps of men who will take 
part in 
Th* Defense of B avau 
against an enemy from without or 
within. Of course, the insurgents in 
small bands may succeed In approach­ 
ing still nearer to Ilavami, the Spanish 
authorities admit; but the military 
men Insist that they have completed 
their plans to drive the Insurgents out 
of this province and they seem to pay 
little or no attention to the movement* 
of the enemy about Havana, relying 
uj>on the strong garrison, powerful 
forts and the warships to defeat any 
attempt to make a dash into this city. 
Regarding the rumor that the In­ 
surgents have planned to explode 
bombs and start fires in several parts 
of this city upon a given signal, so 
soon as the insurgents are near enough 
to Havana for them to be in the po*i- 
tion of making a dash for the capital, 
the authorities say that steps to de­ 
feat such movement have been taken 
for weeks past. They claim that the 
streets of e* my part of this city are so 
thoroughly patrolled by day and by 
night that the authorities are in a posi­ 
tion to nip such a conspiracy in the 
bud, and that at the first signal of an 
outbreak every strategic point will be 
occupied In overwhelming numbers by 
the military who have been previously 
detailed for such purpose all over this 
district and that, consequently, it 
would be utterly impossible to cause 
any diversion of imjiortance bere In 
favor of the Insurgents. 
Although the Spanish authorities are 
making the best of the situation, it is 
known that the captain general is 
very much disheartened at the turn 
events have taken during the last six 
weeks and rumor su<*»*eeds rumor, day 
by day. of his probable retirement 
from the command of the Spanish 
forces here, lf not nte return to 8pain.

Chicago, Jan. 15.—Peter Hongaard, 
who to thought by the police to have 
been Insane, killed himself, wife and 
five children. The discovery was made 
by the police, upon forcing open the 
door of Hougaard’a residence. They 
found the whole family asphyxiated. 
Hongaard had evidently waited till 
all were asleep, and then turning on 
all the gas jets had calmly lain down 
and waited hie own death. The dead 
are: Peter Hongaard, husband and 
father, forty year* old; Mrs. Hougaard. 
thirty-eight years old; Hana, foruteen; 
Jennie, ten; Olga, eight; Maud, six; 
Tells, two. 
Hougaard was a Dane, living at 731 
Sixty-filrst street He wrote a letter 
to a friend tell him what he was go­ 
ing to do, saying he wa* despondent, 
and spoke of some diamonds which 
the police woald find by Ma aide when 
they entered the house. The letter, 
which wan written in Danish, was re­ 
ceived by Hougaard’a friend, and he 
immediately informed the police of its 
contents. Capt. Gibbons, o f the Engle­ 
wood station, with two officers, went 
to the Hougaard residence. The doors 
were all locked and there was no re- 
sjKmae to the repeated ringing of the 
door bell. Finally the police put their 
shoulders to the door and forced it 
from its Mages. They were almost 
overcome by the fames of Illuminating 
gas that met them, and it was some 
moments before the air from the open 
door cleared the interior atmosphere 
sufficiently to permit them to enter. 
Then the police made a hasty survey 
of the first story, found nothing ami 
started upstairs, where they discov­ 
ered the seven corpses. The jets of 
every gas fixture in the house had 
been opened and death had evidently 
come on all the family but the husband 
and father while they were asleep.

Distiller? Failure Complicated 
Forced Warehouse Receipt*. 
Louisville, Special—The failure 
Bartley, Johnson ft Co. and the Belle 
of Nelson Distillery company is fur­ 
ther complicated by the news that 
forged warehouse receipts to the sum 
of 100,000 had turned up. There bas 
been an over-issue of warehouse re­ 
ceipts which will amount to probably 
$125,000 or more, which has been made 
within the past 18 months by David 
Bartley, one of the members of the 
firm of Bartley, Johnson ft Co., aud 
secretary of the Belle of Nelson Dis­ 
tillery company. The revelations have 
been a surprise to his associates, and 
it will be some days before the as­ 
signee can make any statement about 
the matter.

' The controversy remained unsettled 
and in ISSI Ixml Granville proposed a 
new line, claiming still more territory 
than was claimed under the Aberdeen 
liue. So the matter rested until the 
discovery of gold fields westward of 
(lie Schomburgk line. Then England 
began to push her pretensions to the 
west and gradually extended the 
sphere of her activity aud influence 
until she had laid claim to an cnor- 
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mons tract not contemplated In the 
conferences of 1841, 1844 or 1881. The 
gold mines have been largely opened 
by the British West Indian miners, 
who have taken with them their own 
methods of government, and if Eng­ 
land’s present claims lie allowed she 
will be able to keep her grip on the 
mouth of the Orinoco river and vir­ 
tually control its commerce. Against 
all this Venezuela protests. 
To recapitulate; The original bound­ 
ary line, including all the territory 
marked in black in Map No. I; the 
8chomburgk liue gave to Great Brit­ 
ain the Venezuelan territory as mark­ 
ed in white in map No. 2; Venezuela 
conceded to Great Britain the terri­ 
tory marked in white in map No. 3. 
Great Britain’s encroachment upon 
Venezuelan territory to the west of 
the 8chomburgk line and to the west 
of the line conceded by Venezuela is 
indicated in map No. 4.

In fttd eu ln f there ta Botone crop 
that can, be depended upon for profit 
year after year. Some years cabbage 
might pay an enormous profit, and the 
next year be an utter failure for want 
of demand, and so through the entire 
list b f vegetables usually grown for 
m arket I have found that the moat 
profit arises from an assortment of 
standard varieties of all kinds of veg­ 
etables, and to have them a week or 
ten days ahead of your neighbor, aim­ 
ing to have the bulk sold before the 
prices drop, and yet have cuough to 
supply your customers Just as long as 
they want them. I sold tomatoes for 
20 cents per quart down to 20 cents 
per bushel this year. Strawberries 
and onions I consider as my most re­ 
liable crops for profit, and grow on 
the in f'iud ve system after a crop of 
peas, lieans or kale. I cover the bod 
with two or four inches of half-rottcd 
stable manure, and spade or plow in, 
leaving it so until ready to plant, 
which ii just os soon as the straw ­ 
berry runners are rooted, usually last 
of June or first week in July; then re­ 
plow and make the bell like an ash 
heap, which is uot much of a Job if 
you catch it “just rigid-” Throw open 
farrow two inches deep and as wide 
on the Indium as can Im* done, making 
rows two fret apart; set plants in the 
bottom of the furrow one foot apart. 
After the plants lutve “taken hold” 
use the raket nu hand plow set to 
work from tin* plant; repeat as needed 
until September I. Plow open a fur­ 
row In the middles and throw It back. 
rake smooth and plant onion sets 
where the furrow was opened, push­ 
ing the set one-half Inch deep, thus 
making rows twelve inches apart al­ 
ternately. If not wanting to lost* the 
use of the laud from July to Septem­ 
ber. beets, string Ina u n . dwarf peas, 
radishes, etc., may be planted as the 
strawlM*rry phi tits are set to be fol­ 
lowed after frost falls with the onion 
sets. 
Spring set strawberries are man­ 
aged iii the same manner, except that 
radishes are sown broadcast with let­ 
tuce planted bet wren rows of lK*rrles. 
All the small fruits are very profita­ 
ble In connection with garden “truck,” 
lf they are planted in out-of-the-way 
places tiiat would otherwise lie wast­ 
ed. as grapes along fences and over 
buildings, iteacli. pear or apple trees, 
along lines as live fence posts for 
wires to HupiMirt the grapevines; cur­ 
rants and gooseberries between tile 
grapes will afford a large profit for 
amount of lalior required to keep in 
order. 
latst. but not least in point of profit, 
are the herb 
beds—parsley, 
sage, 
thyme, savory, lavender, rue. rose­ 
mary, even catmint; also mint for 
juleps, especially the last lu cold 
frames. What to plant for profit? All 
the different vegetables, berries and 
herbs, in quantities sutflcint to huji- 
ply your customers every day in the 
year with seasonable products. How 
to make It pay? By having the very 
earliest, thus securing the best prires 
and customers; the best, thus retain­ 
ing the trade; the latest, thus having 
no competition and also by being lib­ 
eral in measure and strictly honest in 
representation. 
To secure these results the soil must 
be rich and a good-sized greenhouse is 
a convenience to be desired; also a 
good supply of water and a man not 
afraid of work, even if produce is low 
In price.—Harry Snyder In Practical 
Farmer.

Green manuring is the process of 
plowing under green eropa tor the pur­ 
pose of adding organic matter to the 
aoli .with Its accompanying mineral 
matters, to Increase the soil’s fertility. 
This process Is usually applied upon 
loose soils that are deficient In humus, 
In order to increase this material In 
the soil, and thereby secure Its benefi­ 
cial effects upon the air, and to hold 
other manures that may be applied to 
the soil. It Is the lack of humus that 
makes the most of our prairie soils de­ 
ficient. Those who have reasoned up­ 
on Hie twitter from the scientific 
standpoint have 
claimed 
that for 
heavy soils the large amount of greeu 
matter plowed under tends to divide 
and lighten the soil by Its mechanical 
effects, and its fermentation or decay 
Induces chemical reactions in the soli 
that decomposes the minerals of the 
soil. These elf rets, added to other 
well known effects of humus In the 
soil. together with the application of 
water by irrigation, have led the advo­ 
cates of the system to believe tluit it 
Is a desirable process.—Denver Field 
and Farm.

A tarred Chinese Root. 
Ginseng Is the fleshy root of a per­ 
inatal herb, native th the Middle and 
Northern United States and Canada, 
but found far south on the mountains. 
It grows in rich soil and shady situa­ 
tions. its root tieing from four to nine 
feet long and bearing a simple stem 
about a foot high, carrying three five- 
divisloned leaves and terminating in 
an umbel of inconspicuous greenlsli- 
whlte flowers which are succeeded by 
a small, lM*rry-like red fruit. It has a 
peculiar and rather pleasant smell and 
a sweet, somewhat pungent, aromatic 
taste. European and American doc­ 
tors consider it almost worthless as a 
remedy, but the Chinese regard it as a 
general iianacen, so much so that its 
use will doubtless greatly increase 
with the larger supply and lower 
prices. It abound* back of Kingston. 
Ont., wholesaling at $1 per pound and 
retailing at $5. A practical floricultur­ 
ist says that lf the trade is to be pre- 
served.eare should lie taken to prepare 
the root properly and not dig it up In­ 
discriminately, as the root does not 
reach any great size In one season, but 
takes years to develop. It should he

The Garden la W ister. 
It ta not too early to be laying plaus 
for next season’s garden. Indeed some 
pf our roaders must soon be sowing 
seed out of doors would they get th© 
best returns from early vegetable*. 
and many will wish soon to be making 
the hot bed for early plants to be 
transplanted as soon as the weather 
permits. 
The first thing to be done Is to de­ 
cide to have a garden, many never do 
this, others do It so late that the re­ 
sult is not encouraging for one the 
fullowing year. 
After the decision ta made select the 
best piece of land you have near the 
house and if it was uot manured the 
past fall draw upon It a good dressing 
of the best manure you have. This 
(nay be done now. 
A long narrow piece will be better 
than a square one of the same con­ 
tent, as the vegetables may be plant­ 
ed In long rows and much of the cul­ 
tivation done by horse cultivators with 
but little time lost in turning corners. 
As soon as the land ta selected plan 
the planting, and choose such seeds as 
you need In addition to those already 
on hand. Send for the catalogues of 
reliable seedsmen and Beleft your 
seeds early, Do but little lf anything 
with novelties. Except some vegetable 
that may be a favorite or bobby let 
the trial of novelties to some one else. 
Indulge In them as luxuries, so let the 
Indulgence be moderate. 
With seeds early on hand yon will 
be ready to put them in the ground ar 
soon aa it warms up in the spring and 
there are those like peas, lettuce, rad­ 
ishes and onions that may be put In 
even before danger from light freezes 
Is gone.

Unless very careful provision Is 
made for conserving the fertility in 
farm manures, It is far better limier 
ordinary circumstances to draw them 
directly from the stables during th© 
winter on pastures, meadows or fields 
which will be devotod to corn the 
coining year. Spread thinly from the 
wagon. Circiin)*tam*es and kinds of 
crops raised must. to a limited extent, 
indicate when, where and how to ap­ 
ply manures, but a good rule to keep 
in mind Is to spread thinly and evenly 
on the surface in the fall and early 
winter where plants are growing. 
This ta nature's method of utilizing 
her waste vegetable product*. It I* 
seldom a good plan to plow manure 
tinder immediately after it i* spread. 
That which is put upon the field* in 
the will have largely lost Its fertiliz­ 
ing constituents by spring. They will 
then lie found in the soil or stored 
tip in plant roots ready for the loom­ 
ing season. It will do them no harm 
to plow under the eorjise, since the 
spirit lias largely decried . Since all 
the manure cannot Im* applied in the 
liest possible manner on account of 
season and conditions, it Is well to 
preserve, na far as possible, that made 
in tile latter part of the winter and 
spring until September, when it will 
be fairly fine. It can lie spread on 
the freshly plowed land and harrow­ 
ed in preparatory to seeding to wheat 
or rye, or It may be spread evenly 
over grass lands.—Country Gentle- 
man. 


Cost of Potatoes. 
The average cost of growing, dig­ 
ging and storing or marketing an acre 
of potatoes is estimated, by several 
growers whom we have asked for esti­ 
mates, at from $18 to $30. the esti­ 
mates of $18 to $25 do not, however, 
include the cost of fertilizing, none of 
them make any allowance for fertility 
used in production, and only one 
charges interest on capital invested in 
land or wear of machinery, the latter 
a very small item, by the way, for po­ 
tato growing ta mostly band work. It 
is safe to say that if all items of cost 
are included the average per pere 
would not be much if any less than 
$25. The average yield for tile whole 
country, aud the largest on record, 
was IOO bushels an acre. making the 
average cost about 25 cents a bushel. 
This cost of course Includes wage* for 
all the labor of production. It is yet 
too early to know what the average 
farm or I louie market price wa* dur­ 
ing the fall or is now, but that the 
growing of potatoes as a money-maker 
was a dismal failure in the year of 
grace, 1895, does not require an affida­ 
vit to prove.—Farm, Stock and Home. 
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Farm Notes. 
Have things handy about the house 
and farm.

Begin with the new year to keep a 
record of the income and expenditures 
of the farm. 
Carefully retrospect the work of the 
past year, and prepare to avoid the 
mistakes of the past.

BOBBY BURNS. 


Th« DarfcMt u 4 Mo at Crltieo l Dajr* 1« **• 
Llfa o f th« ro o t. 
As it is alw ays darkest befo re the 
dawn, th e year which waa the m o st 
critical in B urns’ life and which was 
destined to give birth to bis better 
fo rtune o pened w ith peculiar and 
unm itigated dreariness. 
The K il­ 
m arno ck editio n o f 1784 appeared 
w hile th e po et was “ skulking fro m 
o o vert to co vert’’ to avo id the jail 
w ith which Jean A rm o ur's father 
threatened him ; its raiso n d'etre 
waa the earning o f sufficient mo ney 
to pay h it passage to Jam aica. H av­ 
ing “ po o keted, all expenses deduct­ 
ed, nearly £ 20,“ Burna to o k a final 
farewell o f his friends. 
He says: 
“ My o hest was o n my way to 
Greeno ck when a letter fro m Dr. 
Blacklo ck (o f Edinburgh) to a friend 
o f m ine o verthrew all my schemes 
by o pening up new pro spects to my 
po etio am bitio n. ’’ 
H is fam e was, in fact, spreading 
rapidly. Farm labo rers and servant 
girls expended th eir hardly earned 
wages o n the purchase o f his po ems, 
and the nam e o f the “ A yrshire 
Plo w m an" began to be no ised amo ng 
m em bers o f w ealthier and mo re cul­ 
tivated circles. 
The first perso n to 
extend to him the rig h t hand o f fel­ 
lo wship was Dugald Stew art; the 
seco nd was Mrs. 
Dunlo p. 
Their 
friendship came w ith all the charm 
o f a no velty which is yet no t strange, 
but supplies a lo ng felt tho ugh in ­ 
definable need, while, in the latter 
case, B urns' pro ud and independent 
spirit was gratified by the kno w l­ 
edge th at the o bligatio n was no t all 
o n bis side, but th at Mrs. Dunlo p 
and her friends bad reaso n to be in­ 
debted to his po et’s spells. 
A fter two w inters spent in Edin­ 
burgh, which seem to have given 
tbo po et m o re disappo intm ent and 
disgust than gratificatio n. 
Burns 
m arried “ his Jean " and settled at 
Ellisland, an upland farm o n the 
Dalswinto n estate, six miles fro m 
Dumfries. 
To this Ellisland perio d 
—th a t is, fro m 1788 to 1791—m o st o f 
the unpublished letters to Mrs. D un­ 
lo p belo ng. They are chiefly in ter­ 
esting as indicating B urns' real 
views o n bis excise po st and his dis­ 
taste to farm ing. 
There were bad 
tim es in the eighteenth as in tho 
nineteenth o entnry, and in a letter 
o f March 25, 1789, we ho ar Burns 
raising the farm ers’custo m ary co m­ 
plaint: 
“ Madam, I had two plans o f life 
befo re m e—the excise and farming. 
I tho ught by tho glim m ering o f my 
o wn prudeno e the excise was my 
m o st eligible so heme, but all my 
great friends, and particularly yo u, 
wo re decidedly, and therefo re decid­ 
ed me, fo r farm ing. 
My master, 
Mr. Miller, o ut o f a real tho ugh 
m istaken benevo lence, so ught me 
industrio usly o ut to set me in this 
farm , aa be said, to give me a lease 
which wo uld m ake mo co m fo rtable 
and easy. 
I was a stranger to the 
co untry, the farm , the so il, and so 
ventured o n a bargain that, instead 
o f being co mfo rtable, is and will be 
a very hard bargain, if at all prac­ 
ticable. 
I am so rry to tell yo u this, 
madam, but it is a dam ning tru th .’’

Declaration of Principle* of the W. C. T.U. 


Aa it la always darkest before the 
dawn, the year whioh was the moat 
critical la Burna* life and which was 
daatinad to give birth to his better 
fortune opened with peculiar and 
unmitigated dreariness. The BO- 
alannah edition of 1788 appalto! 
while De poet wae "skulking from 
oovert to oovsrt" to avoid the jail 
with whioh Jean Armour'a father 
threatened bim; its raison d’etre 
wee the earning of suffleienftrooney 
to pay his pa— go to Jamaica. Hav­ 
ing "pocketed, all expellees deduct­ 
ed, nearly 110," Burna took a final 
farewell of his friends. He says: 
"My cheat was on my way to 
Greenock when a letter from Dr. 
Blaoklook (of Edinburgh) to a friend 
of min# overthrow all my aohemes 
by opening up new prospects to my 
poetks ambition." 
Hie fame was, in fact, spreading 
rapidly. Farm laborers and servant 
girls expended their hardly earned 
wages on the purchase of his poems, 
and the name of the "Ayrshire 
Plowman" began to be noised among 
members of wealthier and more cul­ 
tivated circles. The first person to 
extend to him the right band of fel­ 
lowship was Dugald Stewart; the 
second was Mrs. Dunlop. 
Their 
friendship earns with all the charm 
of a novelty whioh is yet not strange, 
bot supplies a long felt though in­ 
definable need, while, in the latter 
case, Borne' proud and independent 
spirit wae gratified by the knowl­ 
edge that the obligation was not all 
on bis side, hut that Mrs. Dunlop 
and her friends had reason to be in­ 
debted to his poet’s spells. 
After two winters spent in Edin­ 
burgh, whioh seem to have given 
the poet more disappointment and 
disgust than gratification, Burna 
married "his Jean’’ and settled at 
Ellisland, an upland farm on the 
Dais Winton astate, six miles from 
Dumfries. To this Ellisland period 
—that 1% from 1788 to 1791—moat of 
tho unpublished letters to Mrs. Dun 
lop belong. They are obiefly inter 
eating aa indicating Burna* real 
views on bis excise poet and bis dis­ 
taste to farming. There were bad 
times in the eighteenth ae in the 
nineteenth oentury, and in a letter 
of Maroh 36, 1789, we hear Burna 
raising the farmers’ customary com­ 
plaint: 
“Madam, I had two plans of life 
before me—the excise and farming. 
I thought by the glimmering of my 
rn prudence the ezche was my 
moat eligible scheme, out all my 
great friends, and particularly you, 
were decidedly, and therefore decid­ 
ed me, for fanning. 
My master, 
Mr. Miller, out of a real though 
mistaken benevolence, Bought me 
industriously out toast mein this 
term, as ha said. to give me a lease 
which woald make me comfortable 
and easy. I was a stranger to the 
country, the farm, the soil, and so 
ventured on a bargain that, instead 
of being comfortable, is and will be 
a very hard bargain, if at all prac­ 
ticable. I am sorry to tell you this, 
madam, but it is a damning truth. ” 
—Fortnightly Review.

A Relic of Olden Day9. 


Maj. William A. 
Jones, U nited 
States army, m charge of the upper 
Mississippi reservoirs, has forwarded 
to the Historical society an old British 
smoothbore horse pistol d u g up at 
Sandy Lake, Aitkin. 
T he history of 
that locality is of the very oldest in 
the state, says the Globe. 
The Mouud 
Builders, according to Brow er’s re­ 
pons, opened and m aintained the 
g reat portage leading 
from 
Lake 
Superior to the Mississippi. 
Copper 
mines were opened on the south 
shore of Lake Superior so many 
centuries ago, by those people, that 
the true date is not ascertainable. 
However, the copper im plem ents and 
tools m ade from the native ore and 
used at Sandy Lake have been exca­ 
vated and found to bo in all stages of 
corrosion and decay; 
some entirely 
fallen apart by the act of time, while 
speam, arrow points, knives, etc., of 
pounded copper, have been found iu 
a perfect state of preservation, in­ 
dicating a more modern, yet suffi­ 
ciently 
ancient 
molding. 
In 1G59, 
wheu 
Groseilliers 
and 
Hadisson 
reached and crossed the Mississippi, 
west or southwest from Mille Lacs, 
the Sioux Indians iu force had suc­ 
ceeded the M ound Builders.

He gets all manner of 
letters askiug about diseases of swiue, 
but nobody ever tells him a word 
about shelter. 
He said that when he 
is a buudred miles from a fence or a 
lumber pile, he describes hog build­ 
ings made of baled straw; though 
warm and comfortable, lumber is 
more available here. 
He described 
hog houses of varying costs and 
proportions to suit any ones purse or 
herd; and he sees no reason why the 
hog should not have comfort, cleanli­ 
ness, warmth and sunlight, as well as 
any other creature. 
He can clean hog 
houses becuuse he feels as though he 
were working in a gold mine. 
Mrs. Tilson followed on shelter for 
fowls. 
Having overheard a gentle­ 
man at a previous institute say that 
he would not work so hard for a dollar 
a year clear on each fowl, she pro­ 
ceeded to state the advantagesof fifty 
dollars, which fifty good heus would 
yield, aud who could do this work, 
and that it is just as easy to do it by 
improved methods when one learns as 
it is for anybody to read when one has 
once learned. 
She described how she 
had gradually 
improved her hen 
houses, sharing her profits with the 
hens. 
No one need be discouraged 
therefore, who has the will and mind 
to begin as she did, and do the best 
with what they have, improving as 
fast as they can. 
Mr. Carlyle took up the subject of 
stabliug. 
He thought he ought to 
bave been put first upon the program, 
because his animal is most important, 
aud he did. indeed, make a very good 
plea for the dairy, because dairy pro­ 
ducts have kept up their prices so 
weil, and human population is doub 
ling faster than cow population. 
He 
remarked at noon to some of his 
friends that he had the best specimen 
of cream for his public churning that 
he has had this winter. 
It came from 
the poor farm, and shows that thai 
farm is run for business, and not for 
fun, as some private farms apparently 
are. 
The superintendent we under 
stand, is a Scotchman, but Mr. Carlyle 
declares that he is not prejudiced by 
that iu his judgment of the cream. 
As the farms around here are very 
small, that is, but a few acres cleared 
ou each, mixed farming is just the 
thing, and our ten cent potatoes, of 
which we raised so many this year, 
will be good feed for any of the kinds 
of stock mentioned above. 
Iu the cooking school, Wednesday 
afternoon, Miss M. Thomson, who 
has had a good deal of experience in 
training nurses, talked upon prepar­ 
ing food for invalids, and sick people, 
because she found it a topic that the 
ladies bore were 
particularly 
in­ 
terested in. 
She also prepared and 
served potato salad, omelet aud corn 
bread. W’e overhead some interesting 
stories about her work, which her 
modesty preveuts her repeating in 
public. 
One little boy who attended 
au institute in December, hoped she 
would stay till Christmas. 
Occasion 
ally, ns here, some big boys drop tu 
and give her commendation aud taste 
her viands. 
Thursday afternoon was 
devoted to bread making. 
In the main room of the court house 
Mr. W’edge was the first speaker, who 
talked Uf>on plums, currants 
and 
gooseberries. 
He related how hie 
father had given him a tree when he 
was a lad. and made an orchardist of 
him. 
Mulching, manuring and trim­ 
ming were all taken up thoroughly. 
He advises western papers and west­ 
ern methods.

bandry is much the same the world 
over, we have a peculiarly dry climate 
of our own for fruit.

1 have found that the most 
profit arises from an assortm ent of 
standard varieties of all kinds of veg­ 
etables, and to have them a week or 
ten days ahead of your neighbor, aim ­ 
ing to have th e bulk sold before the 
prices drop, and yet luive enough to 
supply your custom ers just as long as 
they want them. 
1 sold tomatoes for 
20 cents per quart down to 20 cents 
1 mm* bushel this year. 
Straw berries 
and onions i consider as my most re­ 
liable crops for profit, and grow on 
tlie in f usivc system afte r a crop of 
IM*as. 1 leans or kale. 
I cover the bed 
with tw o or four inches of half-rotted 
stable m anure, and spade or plow In, 
leaving it 
so until ready to plant, 
which is just as stain a s the s tra w ­ 
berry runners are rooted, usually last 
of Ju n e or tirst week in July; then re­ 
plow and m ake tlx* bed like an ash 
lieap. which is not much of a job if 
you eatcli it "just rigid.*’ Throw open 
furrow two inches deep and as wide 
on the bottom as can Ik* done, making 
rows two feet ap a rt; set plants iu tlx* 
lMittom of t!m* furrow one foot apart. 
A fter the plants have "taken hold" 
use tlx* rak e ; on hand plow set to 
work from tin* plant; repeat as needed 
until Septem ber 1. 
Plow open a fur 
row in the middles and throw it back, 
rake smooth and 
plant onion sets 
where tlx* furrow was opened, push­ 
ing the set one-half inch deep, thus 
making rows twelve inches apart a l­ 
ternately. 
If not w anting to lose the 
use of tlx* laud from July to Septem 
her. beets, string beans, d w arf peas, 
radishes, etc.. may be planted as the 
straw berry plants are set to lie fol 
lowed afte r frost fails with the onion 
set s. 
Spring set 
straw berries are m an­ 
aged in the tame manner, except that 
radishes an* sown broadcast with let 
tuce planted between rows of berries. 
All tlx* small fruits are very profita­ 
ble in connection with garden “truck.” 
if they an* planted in out-of-the-way 
places that would otherw ise lie w ast­ 
ed. as grapes along fences aud over 
buildings, peach, pear or apple trees, 
along lines as live fence jiosts for 
wires to support tlx* grapevines; cur­ 
ran ts and gooseberries between tlx* 
grapes will afford a large profit for 
am ount of labor required to keep in 
order. 
East, but not le.ist in point of profit, 
are 
tlx* 
herb 
beds parsley, 
sage, 
fhyme, savory, lavender, rue, 
rose­ 
mary, even catm int; also m int for 
jule|M, 
especially the last 
in cold 
frames. 
W hat to plant for profit? All 
tlx* different vegetables, berries and 
lierhs. in quantities sutllcint to sup­ 
ply your custom ers every day in tlx* 
year with seasonable products. 
How 
to make it pay? By having the very 
earliest, thus securing tlx* liest prices 
and custom ers; the best 
thus retain­ 
ing tlx* trade; tlx* lute*1, thus having 
lio competition and a l s o by being lil>- 
cral in m easure and strictly honest in 
representation. 
To secure these results tlx* soil must 
lx* rich and a good-sized greenhouse is 
a convenience to Im* desired; also a 
good supply of w ater and a man not 
afraid of work, even if produce is low 
iu price.—H arry Snyder in Practical 
Farm er. 


A S a c r e d C h i n e s e R o o t 
Ginseng is tlx* fleshy root of a per- 
renial herb, native fit tlx* Middle and 
Northern United States and Canada. 
1 mt found far south on tlx* mountains. 
It grows in rich soil and shady situa­ 
tions. its root being from four to nine 
feet long and bearing a simple stem 
alMiut a foot liigb, carrying three llve- 
dlvisioned leaves and term inating in 
an umbel of inconspicuous greenish- 
w hite flowers which are succeeded by 
a small, berry-like red fruit. 
It lias a 
peculiar and rath er pleasant smell and 
a sweet, som ew hat pungent, arom atic 
taste. 
European and American doc­ 
tors consider it alm ost w ortldess as a 
remedy, but tlx* Chinese regard it as a 
general panacea, so much so that its 
use will doubtless greatly increase 
w ith tlx* larger supply and 
lower 
prices. 
It abounds hack of Kingston. 
Ont., wholesaling at $1 per pound and 
retailing at $5. A practical floricultur­ 
ist says that if tlx* trade is to lie pre­ 
served.care should lie taken to prepare 
the root properly and not dig it up in­ 
discriminately. as tlx* root does not 
reach any great size lu one season, but 
takes years to develop. 
It should be 
dug in the fall, w hen the roots are

These effects, added to other 
well known etTeds of hum us in tlx* 
soil, together with tlx* application of 
w ater by irrigation, have led the advo­ 
cates of the system to believe that it 
is a desirable process.

coining year. Spread thinly from tlx* 
wagon. Gireiimstaneos and kinds of 
crops raised must, to a limited extent, 
Indicate when, w here and how to aj)- 
ply manures, lint a good rule to keep 
in mind is to spread thinly and evenly 
on the surface in tlx* fall an d early 
w inter 
when* 
plants 
are 
growing. 
This is n atu re’s method of utilizing 
her w aste vegetable products. 
It is 
seldom a good plan to plow m anure 
under im m ediately afte r it is spread.

B O B BY BURNS. 


T b« D w k w l M d M ost C ritic.I ttmyn In th o 
L ife o f th e P oet. 
As it is alw ays darkest before tho 
dawn, th e year which was the m ost 
critical in B urns’ life and which was 
destined to give birth to bis better 
fortune opened w ith peculiar and 
unm itigated dreariness. 
The Kil- 
m arnook edition of 1786 appeared 
w hile th e poet was “ skulking from 
oovert to oovert” to avoid the jail 
w ith w hich Jean A rm our’s father 
threatened him ; its raison d 'e tre 
was th e earning of sufficient m oney 
to pay his passage to Jam aica. H av­ 
ing “ pocketed, all expenses deduct­ 
ed, nearly £20,’* B urns took a final 
farew ell of his friends. 
H e says: 
“ My chest was on m y way to 
Greenock when a letter from Dr. 
Blacklock (of Edinburgh) to a friend 
of m ine overthrew all m y schemes 
by opening up new prospects to m y 
poetic am bition.” 
H is fam e was, in fact, spreading 
rapidly. Farm laborers and servant 
girls expended th eir hardly earned 
wages on th e purchase of his poems, 
and the nam e of th e “ A yrshire 
P low m an” began to be noised am ong 
m em bers of w ealthier and m ore cul­ 
tivated oirclos. 
The first person to 
extend to him the rig h t hand of fel­ 
low ship was Dugald S tew art; the 
second was Mrs. 
Dunlop. 
Their 
friendship came w ith all tho oharm 
of a novelty w hich is yet not strange, 
b ut supplies a long felt though in ­ 
definable need, w’hile, in the latter 
case, B urns’ proud and independent 
sp irit was gratified by the know l­ 
edge th a t the obligation was not all 
on his side, but th a t Mrs. Dunlop 
and her friends had reason to be in­ 
debted to his poet’s spells. 
A fter two w inters spent in E din­ 
burgh, which seem to have given 
tho poet m ore disappointm ent and 
disgust than gratification. 
Burns 
m arried “ his Je a n ” and settled at 
Ellisland, an upland farm on the 
D alsw inton estate, six m iles from 
Dum fries. 
To this Ellisland period 


— th a t is, from 1788 to 1791— m ost of 
the unpublished letters to Mrs. D un­ 
lop belong. 
They are chiefly in ter­ 
esting 
as indicating B urns’ real 
views on his excise post and his dis­ 
taste to farm ing. 
T here were bad 
tim es in the eighteenth as in tho 
nineteenth century, and in a letter 
of March 25, 1789, we h ear B urns 
raising th e farm ers’custom ary com­ 
plaint: 
“ Madam, I had tw o plans of life 
before m e—the excise and farm ing. 
I thought by the glim m ering of m y 
own prudenoe tho excise was m y 
m ost eligible scheme, out all m y 
great friends, and particularly you, 
wore decidedly, and therefore decid­ 
ed me, for farm ing. 
My m aster, 
Mr. Miller, out of a real though 
m istaken benevolenoe, sought me 
industriously out to set m e in this 
farm , as he said, to give me a lease 
which would m ake mo com fortable 
and easy. 
I was a strangor to the 
country, th e farm , the soil, and so 
ventured on a bargain that, instead 
of being com fortable, is and w ill be 
a very hard bargain, if at all prao- 
tioable. 
I am sorry to tell you this, 
madam, but it is a dam ning tru th . ” 
—F ortnightly Review’.
